Statement of service for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On 24.11.2011, information was received from SP 
P/Midnapur, Shri Praveen Tripathi, regarding movement of 
5-7 armed Maoists in the jungle area North-East of village 
Burisole, PS. Jamboni about 13 kms from Jhargram. Based 
on the information, a joint operation was planned. 

As per plan teams were dropped at different dropping 
points (DPs) on the road passing through the jungle. Both 
teams of 207 CoBRA moved towards target area maintaining 
speed, silence and stealth and reached their RV at about 
16:00 hrs. To prevent loss of stealth, it was decided to form 
a very small probing team to proceed towards the target 
point. This consisted of Shri Nagendra Singh, 
A/C, Shri Vinoj P. Joseph, A/C, CT/GD. S. Sreenu, 
CT/GD S. Muthuvel, CT/GD Birendra Kumar Singh and 
CT/GD Deepak Kumar Xaxa . 

When the probing team neared the target point, at about 
16:30hrs, it came under a heavy volley of fire from the 
Maoists. The probing team members were flung to the ground 
by this hail of bullets and Shri Nagendra Singh, A/C was 
injured by a grenade splinter. With darkness approaching, 
the terrain offering no substantial coverage, it was an 
extremely high risk situation. Would this be another of 
those Maoist successes like Chintalnar ? Would it better to 
have a tactical retreat, save the lives of themselves and the 
nearly 70 odd CoBRA personnel and fight another day? No 
- the CRPF was not going to let the Maoists gloat and 
celebrate but rather make them pay. 

The long years of rigorous training and battle experience 
combined with a steely determination and a Devil may care 
attitude towards the risks involved, the four GD constables, 
viz., S. Sreenu, S. Muthuvel, Birendra Kumar Singh and 
Deepak Kumar Xaxa obediently responded to their two 
leaders for a frontal attack which was the only choice 
available if the CRPF had to succeed. 
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The four GD constables of CoBRA 207 advanced in 
buddy pairs on either side of the two commanders in an 
extended ‘V’ formation, using fire and cover tactics. Not for 
a moment in the over 30 minutes of close encounter at about 
15—30 yards did the constables flinch. CT S. Muthuvel, 
who was on the extreme left of the advancing party, in those 
mad and frighteningly violent of volleys of enemy fire, even 
managed to fix, prime and fire four Rifle Grenades that 
prevented any further reinforcement the Maoists could have 
been banking upon to reach them. Even in the close clutter 
of men, bushes and trees, CT/GD S. Sreenu and CT/GD 
Birendra Kumar Singh, managed to lob one HE Grenade 
each at the target in addition to firing from their automatic 
weapons. CT/GD Deepak Kumar Xaxa stuck out thick and 
thin with the party firing from his service weapon to ensure 
that it was the CRPF which would become Ajeya that day. 
This unexpected and audacious movement totally neutralized 
the well entrenched position and the advantage of surprise 
the Maoists had enjoyed initially over the security personnel 
when the operation had commenced. 

During encounter one Naxal killed/gunned down by the 
troops and recovered deadbody. The deadbody of killed 
Naxal was later identified as Koteshwar Rao @ Kishenji, a 
Polit Bureau and a Central Committee Member of 
CPI(Maoist), one prominent naxal leader. The following
